Mr, Bryant in his brief, 
to which 100 signatures were 
attached, asked that council 
reconsider the proposed by- 
law in its entirety or: 

Amend it to rezone only 
those areas for which the 
development scheme has 
been submitted; 

Take such steps as are 
necessary to ensure a com- 
prehensive development in 
the form of condominium 
units, of the type and quality 
portrayed by thedevelopers; 

Postpone rezoning to R3 
of the remaining areas of 
the subdivision, 

Mr. Bryant said the only 
possible benefit to the com- 
munity of such an extensive 
R3 zoning would be the pros= 
pect of Increased tax revenue, 
However, he said that the 
amount would be inconse- 
quential in comparison to 
the town’s total revenue and 
could well be offset by an 
increase in indirect costs. 

He said costs were likely 
to increase from over-popu- 
lation of existing school and 
developed park and recrea- 
tion facilities, 

Other problems which 
might arise, he sald, would 
be increased vehicular and 
pedestrian traffic with the 
necessity of large unattract- 
ive off-street parking areas, 
elimination or reduction of 
greenbelt and parkland 
areas, and in the event that 
the condominium project was 
not completed in total, that 
the town would be committed 
to an extraordinary supply 
of R3 lots.
